A somewhat sensational dispatch 


' comes from Washington, which, if 
trua, would indicate- that the author- 
ities anticipate trouble abend. It is 
said thut there is considerable upon- 
illation in Washington, and especi 
ally among Army circles, in regard 
to the meaning'of Adjutant General 
Drum's desire for information con- 
oirniag the milUU of tUa United 
States, He is preparing a document, 
which will be sent to the Adjutant- 
Generals of the various States, re 
questing to be 
informed of the 


number and equipments of the mill 
tia regiments of their sections. Their 
views are further asked as to the 
length of tirna that would be neces- 
sary to put an armed, organized 
force of 200,000 men in the field. In 
some quarters it is stated that this 
action is taken with a view to being 
prepared for an emergency in oaie of 
the general uprising of the labor 
elements of the country. Others as- 
sert that despite denials of the State 
Department, there is a prospect of 
trouble with Mexico on account of 
German influence, and that the Ad- 
jutant-General's trip West showed 
him the advisability of having a well- 
equipped army ready for such an 
event. Considerable 
secoreoy 
is 


maintained at the War Department 
concerning the matter and any at- 
tempt made to nneartb it is met by 
officials with an ominous shake of 
the head. 


GornnnTa Persistence. 


The New York Tribune's Wash- 


ington special says : It is unclerbtood 
George C Gorham and friends olaiin 
that his nomination for Secretary of 
the Senate in the caucus of 18S1 is 
binding on the Republican and Re- 
adjuster Senators in the nest Senate 
With this understanding, Gorham 
soon letires from the editorial chair. 
Thia is known and felt to be a mat- 
ter of very great embairassment by 
a majority of the Republican Sena 
tors, some of whom will, in al 
probability, refuse to vote for Gor 
ham either in or out of a cnuoo£. I 
is certain another caucus must be 
held before any effort is made to 
elect officers, for of the thirty eighl 
Republicans who will compose it 
twelve, or nearly one-third, were 
members of the caucus which nom 
inated Gorham. 


Leading Ne»rof«— A Scheme t« 
Colonize In Mouth Carollnn and 
EUewnero. 


Private advices to the Charleston 


Sews and Courier from Washington 
report the formation there of a power- 
ful secret organization of leading ne- 
gross, having for its object the colo- 
nization of negroes in Sooth Carolina 
and elsewhere. Many members • of 
the organization, it is said, hold lu- 
crative Government offices, and Fred 
Douglass is understood to favor the 
scheme. Meetings are constantly be- 
ing held in Washington to advance 
the movement, but with snob secrecy 
as to not attract public attention. It 
is proposed to keep the matter quiet 
until a definite plan of action has 
been determined npon, and a desira 
ble place of settlement fixed. The 
whole scheme will then be suddenly 
made public and fully discussed at a 
mass meeting of the race in Washing 
ton and elsewhere. This organization 
is of especial concern to South Caro- 
lina, as it is claimed the negroes 
there already vastly outnumber the 
whites. It would be easier to colo- 
nize them there and crowd the whites 
than to remove them in the far West. 
It is proposed to select all that terri- 
tory lying between the Ediston and 
the Savannah Rivers, and extending 
from the sea to Aiken county, buy up 
the lands and encourage the negroes 
to immigrate there irom all parts of 
the country. It is represented that 
much landed property in that part 
of the State is already owned by ne 
groes, and that the soil and climate 
are well adapted to the occupations 
and interests of the race. The east- 
ern part of Indian Territory and 
portion of Texas, bounded on the 
bonth by the tributaries of the Red 
River, arc also suggested as a suita- 
ble placo for colonizing negroes, 
Some four settlements are on the 
Yazoo River in Mississippi, but the 
Sonth Carolina project is said to be 
the most popular. Nothing is known 
in Washington 
of the 
reported 


scheme. There has been much dis< 
content among the negroes of thai 
State for the past four years, and 
several colonies have gone to Kansas 
bjifc there has baen no movement o: 
colored people to Sonth Carolina.

ber the gorgeous description, tele- 
graphed a few days ago, of the mag- 
nifloient Oriental reception tendered 
by'the Shah of Persia to Minister 
Benjamin on the occasion of his 
entry into Teheran. Among other 
things he was presented with a fine 
lorse from his Majesty's stables. 


The secret appears in Mr. Benja 


min's dispatch No. 2; after the show 
the high cockalorum of the Shah 
dropped in to see Mr. Benjamin. 
The latter felt com plimented on the 
efforts of the ruler of • the country to 
make him fuel at home. The high 
cockalorum, 
however, soon pro- 


ceeded to business, and for a time 
oar Minister was unable to under- 
stand what this officer was driving at. 
Ee declared that his royal mister, 
the brother of the sun, moon, and 
stars, had seen fit to try and make 
things pleasant for Mr. Benjamin 
and of course the latter would make 
prompt and generons returns. It 
took our Minister some time to ac- 
quire a full-orbed view of the situa- 
tion, but he was finally enablad to, 
and learned what the customs of the 
country were. In plain English, a 
full equivalent-was wanted for the 
liorse and most of the other expenses 
ot his reception. Mr Benjamin still 
thinks that the reception was a splen- 
did affair, but he don't exactly see 
where he is to find a margin in t he 
salary of 85,000 for many such evi- 
dences of sincere friendship for his 
native country. 


A demand has been presented to 


the Secretary of the Treasury on be 
half of the State of Virginia, that he 
deposit with th^ Treasurer of Vir- 
ginia $73,289. being the fourth in 
stailment of the amount directed to 
bo deposited by the 13th and 14th 
sections of the Act of June. 1836, en 
titled "An Act to regulate the deposi 
of public money." By these sections 
it wus directed that the surplus tha 
should be in the treasury January 1 
1837, 
after 
receiving »5,000,000 


which surplus was deposited with 
the States, twenty-eight in number 
according to their representations, iu 
four quarterly installments, during 
the year 1837, and to remain with 
such States until necessarily culled 
for by the Secretary to appropriate 
by Congress. The first three install 
ments were so deposited, but the 
payment of the fourth was subse- 
quently postponed by Congress until 
January 1st, 1839, there not being a 
sufficient sum in the Treasury for 
that object. 
To the charges which 


had been before imposed by Con- 
gress, Secretary Levi 
Woodbnry 


failed to make a final deposit, stating, 
however, that he should feel bound 
to make it whenever there should 
thereafter be a sufficient sum in the 
Treasury which could be so applied. 


There has never been since that, 


until within the present decade, f ands 
sufficient in the United States Treas- 
ury not subject toother chnrgea, that 
could be so usod. 
Such doposit has 


never been made with the Stares. In 
1841 the Act of Jane 23, 1836. was 
repealed, expressly reserving, how- 
ever, the thirteenth and luurteentb 
sections, and it is contended Unit they 
are now in force. 
, This claim involves the q tuition of 
deposit 
with other States which 


amounts to over €9,000,000. 
Attor- 


neys for the State of Virginia claim 
to have documents and other eviden- 
ces showing it to be the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make 
this deposit on the demand o£ the 
State, and will nrge the question be- 
fore him on his return. 


The attorneys are proceeding under 


the Act of the Virginia Legislature, 
authorizing contracts to be made for 
the collection of this and other dues.

On and after the first day of Octo- 


ber, 1883, the rate of postage on do- 
mestic mail, matter of tha first class 
will be reduced from three cents to 
two cents per ball ounce or fraction 
thereof, as provided by siot of Con- 
gress approved March 3. 1883. 
Tho 


Postal Department has adopted n now 
design for the two cent stamp—the 
head of Washington in profile, from 
Houdou's bust, being placed on a 
plain tablet; above the oval surround- 
ing the head are the words, "United 
States Postage," and underneath the 
tablet are the. words "Two Cents." 
The stamps will bo printed in me- 
tallic red. The embossed stamps on 
the two-cent stamped envelopes will 
also bear the head of Washington. 


A four-cent denomination of post- 


age stamps and stamped envelopes to 
cover double postage under the new 
rates, will also be issued. 
The de- 


sign embraces the head of Jackson, 
similar to that on the present two- 
cent stamps and envelopes. 
The 


prices of the envelopes exclusive of 
postage will remain the same as on 
the existing schedule. 
No change 


will be made in the postage due 
stamps. 
No arrangements have yet 


been made for the redemption of 
three-cent stamps and envelopes in 
the hands of Postmasters, or for the 
exchange by Postmasters of such 
stamps and envelopes in the hands 
of private holders. 
. Until further 


notice from' the department Post- 
masters will not make exchanges for 
tibe public, nor will thqy return the 
department their stock remaining on 
thoir hands on and after the 1st of 
October. The three-cent stamp may 
bo used in combination with other 
denominations on letters'requiring 
more than one rate of postage, and 
on packages of th^rd and fourth-class 
matter. 
The two and three-cent 


stamped envelopes of the present de- 
signs will continue to ba valid after 
the 1st of October, au-i must be ac- 
cepted in payment of postage when 
offered in appropriate amounts. 


The drop letter rate of postage will 


ramain the same as now—that is, two 
oeLts per half ounce, or fraction 
thereof, at free delivery offices, and 
one cent at all other omces, and no 
change is made in the rates of post 
age on second, third and fourth-class 
matter.
